DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claims 1, 15, 17, 19 and 21, the prior art of record fail to 
disclose a LCD system comprising, calculating average voltage values for each of the sub- 
matrices of the pixels based upon an average of the sum of final voltage values for the pixels of 
each of the sub-matrices before applying final voltage values to each of the pixels of each of the 
sub-matrices. Claims 2-14, 16, 18, 20, and 22-36 are allowed as they depend on an allowed 
base claim 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
